KANEKOBADOTTEMS. 
We are again at home after an absence 
of fifty-three days (nearly eíght weeks) 
during which tirae we were engaged in the 
most successful meetings we ever attended. 
This meeting was held at Portis, Osborn 
Co., Kansas, a small town of about one 
hun'dred and fifty inhabitants situated on 
the Solo mon river. We found an òrgan- 
ization of thirty members here \— fourteen 
living in the vicinity where meeting was 
held. Elder D. O. Brumbaugh having the 
care of the church, assisted by brother 
John Walters. There is also an organiza- 
tion of the G. B. Brethren here with two 
ministers. There is but one church house 
in the town ; it is owned by the Metho- 
dists ; our brethren tried to get their house 
for our series of meetings, but they kept 
us out, by running their meeting longer 
than they had intended, in opposition to 
ours; but as we began on Wednesday 
evening, they had to close on Sunday 
evening. 

Our meetings were held in a hail that 
had been used for preaching services, be- 
ginning on Dec. 19, and closlng Feb. 5, 
with thirty-seven applicants. We im- 
mersed five times in the Solomon river, 
Jan. 7, four;Jan. 10, seven; Jan. 18, 
nine ; Jan. 22, three. 

We then commenced a meeting six 
miles norlh, leaving our work at town for 
two weeks which was a mistake as far as 
immtiiiate results were concerned, but we 
were just there, long enongh to awaken an 
interest, and we believe seed was sown 
that will be gathercd in the near future. 
One young man came forward at this 
meeting. We then came back to Portis 
and held a conitnunion servíce with these 
young converts and old soldiers of the 
cross.' Th!« was a feast long to be re- 
membered by all. There were fifty com- 
rauned ; we also baptized three during the 
day, making twenty-six immersed ; also 
five received by rela'tion from the G. B. 
church, and six not yet immersed. Al- 
together we held sixty-one services, preach- 
ing nine sermons on select subjects ; get- 
ting our congregation interested j then we 
preached ten sermons, giving our reasons 
"why we are inunbers of the Brethren 
church ; in other words a series of doc- 
trinal sermons : 1. The Church and its 
Creed. 2. Faith. 3. Repcntance. 4. 
Baptism, 5. Trinc Immersion. 6. The 
Forward act in Baptism. 7. The Design 
of Baptism. 8. Feetwashing as a Church 
Ordinance. 9. The Lord's Suppcr— is 
not the Communion. 10. The thief on 
the Cross. On Tuesday evening, Feb. 5, 
we preached our farewell sermon and took 
our departure for home. During these 
meetings we organízed a Sunday-school 
using the Brethren literature. Alsu a 


King's Children society, with thirty-seven 
members. . And while there were so many 
gave their hearts to God during these 
meetings, yet they were closed amidst the 
greatest interest and many who were "al- 
most persuaded" are yet counting the 
cost, but we believe e'er long will be num- 
bercd with the children of God. There 
are nine business houses in the town, and 
not a member of their famílies was con- 
nected with fhe Brethren church ; but du- 
ring these meetings we received nine mem- 
bers from these families ; having received 
from every firms' family except three, giv- 
ing the Brethren prestige above all others. 
The work is not done ; but inany others 
will be soon" gathered in to the fold. We 
have in the Portis church some very earn- 
est, zealous Christíans who are earnestly 
engaged in the work of their blessed Mas- 

ter. 

Elder D. O. Brumbaugh, who has lived 
here about twenty years is highly spoken 
of by all who know him, and has been 
loudly preaching by his every day life. 
His entire family including sons-in-laws 
and daughters-in-law number sixteen jrfld 
all are members of the church but two,>, 
which speaks very loud as regards his/n- 
fluence. His oldest son living six nules 
from Portis, attended every one of the 
sixty-one services. A son-in-law living 
seven and one half miles away only inissed 
three or four meetings. Such attendance 
will make a meeting a success by the as- 
sistance of Cod's Holy Splrit. 

Our dear sisters showed their apprecia- 
tion of our labors among them by present- 
ing us with a very fancy worked crazy 
quilt, for which they have our heartiest 
thanks. We tried to offer our thanks to 
them in a short spcech, but the startíng 
of the "unbidden tear" told morè than 
words could express. And we shall ever 
re member the kindness and respect shown 
us during our labors among them. May 
Cod's blessing rest upon them, and keep 
them from the evil one. Brethren be 
faithful, be earnest, be devoted, be watch- 
ful, be prayerful and don't forget, nor ne- 
glect "the hour al one with God" and the 
crown is yours in the paradise of God.
